: POWERS OF SEIZURE. ~ 


It is proposed to introduce ‘at the’) 


Rext meeting of the Legislative 
Council an Ordinance.to amend sd 
Distress for Rent Ofdinance, 1283, 

The Objects and Reasons of the 
new Measure state — 


The power of seizure given by the 
Distress for Rent Ordinance, 1883, 
is ‘ay: Power to scize movable Property 
found in the ,8pparent position of 
the “ person” from whom the rent 
claimed, The term ‘> ‘person ’ 
does not include a firm, and it j 
therefore not possible to issu i. 
distress warrant against a firm in 
the frm name. This is inconvenient 
because Aeron are often. let. to 
firms and the landlords frequently da 
not know the names of the partners. 
Section 2 of this Ordinance there- 
fere ‘amends section 15 of tho: prin- 
cipal Ordinance so as to cnable a
